His Worship Mayor Somers and all 
the Aldermen were present at the 
regular council meeting held on Tues- 
day evening, when a lengthy agenda 
was disposed of.

After the city trustees gave the mat- 
ter serious consideration. and acting 
on the advice of their financial ad- 
visors, the exchange was made. At 
the time of maturity, Wetaskiwin will 
have profited to the extent of about 
$1,000 as a result of the transaction. 
The Council approved the action of 
the trustees.

A lengthy 
discussion took place as to where 
these should. be located, but the final 
action was deferred.

Toreson gave notice that at 
the next meeting he would introduce 
a by-law prohibiting the parking of 
cars during certain heurs at night, on 
Pearce street. 

The reports of Chief of Police Mc- 
Hhargy and Fire Chief Montgomery 
for April were received and filed.

It was agreed that certain names be 
removed from the list.

Get Good Stock 

In gardening the greatest outlay is 
the trouble and care taken by the gar- 
dener himself, yet no matter how 
much time and work is devoted to 
the business unless the seed and nur- 
sery stock are right the results are 
sure to be disappointing. Because 
these things only cost a few cents 
sometimes one is apt to overlook the 
importance of securing the most sat-, 
isfactory. 
stock, that is

Commercial Fertilizer

fertilizer is advised. All of these are 
sold with the formulae attached and 
one should insist on at least four per 
cent nitrogen, eight per cent phos- 
phorous, and from four to eight per 
cent of potash.

fect of nitrogen on the growth of a 


plant is more quickly marked than 
that of either of the other two ele- 
ments, states the regular Vegetable 
Gardening Bulletin issued by the On- 
tario Agricultural College.

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corn, nitrogen should be applied in 
the early stages only. Phosphorous 
fertilizers are usually found to be 
valuable for growing vegetables on 
practically all soils. This element 
hastens maturity, increases root de- 
velopment and builds up resistance 
to diseases. Potash, the third ele- 
ment in commercial fertilizer, is es- 
sential to starch formation, and green 
plants and root crops. particularly 
need it. On sandy and mulch soils 
especially, potash is advised, as these 
soils are uSually deficient in this valu- 
able element. But one must be care- 
ful in applying commercial fertilizer 
as it is liable to injure foliage or seed 
if it comes in direct contact. In the 
small garden the safest plan is to 
dissolve in water and simply sprinkle 
along the rows with a watering can. 
One can also broadcast the dry fer- 
tilizer over a lawn and then soak 
thoroughly with a hose or if this is 
not possible broadcast just before a 
rain or during one. For larger gar- 
dens fertilizer is best applied as a 
separate operation. Last season, the 
writer secured very satisfactory re- 
sults from an ordinary high-grade 
mixed commercial fertilizer. In the 
case of patatoes, tomatoes, corn and 
similar vegetables, a scant handful 
was dug in beneath each hill, care be- 
ing taken to see that the fertilizer 
did not come in direct contact with 
the seed. With beans, peas, carrots, 
lettuce and such things the fertilizer 
Was applied at the time of seeding as 
a side dressing at the rate of about a 
small handful to the yard of row. A 
few weeks later, when growth had 
nicely started an application of a 
straight nitrogen fertilizer was given 
’to those leafy vegetables like spin- 


ach, lettuce, celery and cabbage. 
Fruits for the Small Garden 
“Some people desire to include 


some fruit trees and bushes with the 
garden. If there is room, a summer 
apple like the Yellow Transparent, 
Astrachan or Melba can be chosen 
for dessert purposes, or Duchess for 
cooking; for fall, Wealthy; for early 
winter the McIntosh or Delicious; 
and for late winter, the Northern Spy. 
In the Prairie Provinces or Northern 
Quebec or Ontario, one will probably 
have to forego these varieties, but 
there are some new hardy types as 
well as good crabapples available. 
Among the sweet cherries, Windsor, 
Bing, and Tartarian are recommend- 
ed, growing’ of course only in’ the 
warmer districts, while Montmorency 
and Early Richmond are standards of 
the othe type. Clapp’s Favorite is 
one of the best pears, coming very 
early, while Bartlett is a good later 
sort. Plums are grown almost any- 


where in Canada, as well as.currants,] “ 


raspberries, strawberries, blackcaps, 
thimble berries, Logan berries and 
gooseberries. Grapes are fairly hardy 
and among the best are the Lindley, 
Brighton and Delaware. In making a 


selection of the various kinds and 
varieties, particularly for the home 
garden, it is important to remember 


the season so that one will have a 
steady supply of fresh fruit from the 
first of July on.

FOREST DESTRUCTION 
IN ALBERTA SERIOUS 


Considered from the standpoint of 
forest resources, the forest season of 
1931, reports the Alberta Department 
of Lands and Mines, was. probably 
the most disastrous on record. Weath- 
er conditions prevailing during the 
winter of 1930-31 were such that fires 
started readily and burnt into the 
ground, thus providing a start for 
destructive fires in the spring. On the 
forests of thea east slope of the 
Rocky Mountains it was necessary to 
fight fires on several occasions dur- 
ing the winter. 

AS a result of winter conditions 
and of the weather and ground condi- 
tions in the spring whereby fires 
spread rapidly, fires set for the pur- 
pose of clearing land and fires from 
other causes, assumed dangerous pro- 
portions and resulted in an enormous 
loss of forest resources and of pri- 
vate property. In addition the pro- 
ductivity of the soil is greatly dam- 
aged. 

An examination of fire causes state 
officials in charge of forest preserva- 
tion, leaves no doubt as to the re- 
sponsibility of individuals and indi- 
cates that Ittle or no thought was 
given to the results. In many in- 
stances the danger to life and to the 
destruction of public and private pro- 
perty was entirely overlooked. ~Im- 
provements on neighboring lands 
were destroyed with no thought of 
the importance of individual welfare 
in the success of the community. In 
order to clear comparatively small 
areas, fires were indiscriminately set 
which destroyed large areas of im- 
portant forest cover, which areas in 
a great many instances would at a 
later date contribute in no small way 
to the welfare of the individual and 
the community. 

Settlers’ fires dealt with by the 
forest reserve numbered 136, being 
21.86 per cent of te total fires dealt 
with. 

The statement of the department 
concludes: 

Campers, which includes all forest 
travellers, contributed to the de- 
struction in no small way. Careless- 
ness, laziness and ignorance no doubt 
explains why 147 fires are known to 
have originated with campers. It is 
difficult to understand why people 
who go to the forest for recreation 
or who obtain their livelihood from 
the forest, should be guilty of such 
carelessness. In the province of Al- 
berta are found conditions more fav- 
orable to outdoor recreation than in 
many countries. There is an abund- 
ance of game birds, fish and big 
game. These, however, cannot ex- 
ist if forest destruction continues at 
the rate of 1931.”

Nelson, B.C., May 9.-—Nelson jail 
is crammed to the doors today follow- 
ing the biggest roundup of nude 
Doukhobors staged by police in years. 
The jail population was increased by 
209 yesterday and this number, added 
to the 118 already under sentence fol- 
lowing the parade a week ago yester- 
day taxed the capacity of the jail to 
the limit. 

Those arrested yesterday, were 
found parading in the same orchard 
at Thrums where the clash between 
nudists and the police occurred a 
week ago. Of the prisoners, 90 were 
men, 52 were women and 67 were 
children under 14 years of age. All

EXAMINATIONS START JUNE 16 


Edmonton, May §.—The annual De- 
partment of Education examinations 
will commence Thursday, June 16, 
according to an announcement made 
Monday by Hon. Perren Baker, min- 
ister of education. The minister 
said that papers had been set, pass- 
ed by the board of revision and were 
now being printed. 

In general, the system of writing 
examinations will be the same as that 
adopted last year. Written papers will 
be handed in on all subjects in 
Grades 11 and 12 and all subjects in 
Grade 10, with the exception of litera- 
ture and composition, 

In the lower grades, up to and in- 
cluding Grade 9, promotion would be 
on the basis of recommendation by 
the teacher as a result of the year’s 
work. If they so desire, teachers 
can submit papers to their pupils, but 
they will not be corrected by depart- 
ment markers. This system worked 
satisfagteorily last year.

EGGS WERE USED TO BUY MANY 
THINGS DURING DEPRESSION 


A writer in a Halifax newspaper 
tells about the depression in Nova 
Scotia from 1874 to 1878. He says in 
part that traffic on the I.C. Railway 
was down to zero—at Truro, some of 
the employees were glad to work in 
the foundry for $1.00 a day. There 
was compensation in cheap living, 
and the crops were good, but there 
was not much market for the farmer. 
Butter could be had for 20 cents 
per pound; potatoes for 25 cents 
a bushel; turnips for 20 cents a 
bushel; prime beef for 4 cents a 
pound; single roast for 10 cents 
a pound, and pork for 5 cents in 
carcass or large piece. Eggs were 
12 cents per dozen, and when they 
were this price were often used 
as coin — one country merchant 
(also the postmaster) accepted 3 
eggs in lieu of a stamp; 4 eggs 
for a_ fig of . tobacco; 2 for a darn- 
ing needle; 25 for a pound of 
candles, 10 for a lamp chimney and 
5 for a pound of sugar. The writer 
{concludes, “Yes, they were in a 
‘measure used as loose change.” 


FROM THE LONDON TIMES 
OF 1832 

The Calgary Herald reports the fol- 
lowing interesting item taken from 
The London Times of April 26, 1832: 

On Saturday, the 7th inst., the in- 
habitants of this city witnessed the 
sale of a wife by her husband, who 
spoke nearly as follows:

Regina, May 8.—Disease of highly 
epidemic nature has killed off hun- 
dreds of deer in Saskatchewan's 
northland and is capable of infecting 
all kinds of livestock if precautions 


are not taken. 
Major John Barnett, Deputy 
Minister of Natural Resources, an- 


nounced that the mysterious epidemia 
| 7esponsible for the deaths, at first 
‘thought to be due to starvation, is 
hemmochragic septicamia. Internal 
organs from deer found dead in the 
woods and sent to Dr. J. S. Fulton, 
veterinary pathologist at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, have reveal- 
ed the dread disease. 

The outbreak appears to be most 
serious jin the Paddockwood and 
Beacon Hill districts. As the disease 
will attack cattle, sheep, swine, poul- 
try and rabbits, as well as all species 
of big game animals, farmers’ are 
being advised in that district to vac- 
cinate their cattle and pigs.

PREVENTING BLINDNESS 


The loss of sight is a tragedy. We 
do admire’ the courage of the blind 
and marvel at the cheerful way in 
handicap. Yet, it is for each one of 
which most of them accept their 
them a loss beyond measure. It is 
bad enough to be blind, but it seems 
infinitely worse if the loss of sight 
might have been prevented. When 
we realize that as a result of ignor- 
ance or careleasness many children 
are doomed to pass their lives in 
darkness, we would do well to take 
the necessary precautions so that 
such cases may not be repeated. 

At the time of birth, the child’s 
eyes may be exposed to infection. 
Certain germs may gain entrance and 
set up a destructive inflammation 
that may lead to blindness, Because 
such a danger does exist, it is the 
practice to treat the eyes of the new- 
born with a solution which will de- 
stroy these germs before they have 
a chance to do any harm. In many 
places such treatment is required by 
law. This simple and painless but 
efficient procedure would, if carried 
out regularly and without fail, in all 
cases, eliminate quite a large per- 


.centage of blindness in infants. 


The next important preventive 
measure is the securing of treatment 
without delay for the baby whose 
eyelids become swollen or red or 
if there is any discharge. When we 
say without delay, we mean actuaily 
without an  hour’s’. delay, because 
prompt treatment may offer the only 
hope of saving the baby’s: sight. 

Injury to the eye is always serious 
and unfortunately it may cause the 
loss of eyesight. The proper selection 
of playthings will first of all help the 
child in his play and will also lessen, 
if not entirely avoid, the chance of 
injury to himself. Toys which are 
thrown into the air such as a bow 
and arrow should not be given, to the 
child who is too young to understand 
its proper use. The rifle with small 
shot is particularly dangerous. 
Blunt-pointed scissors should be pro- 
vided for the child to use for cutting- 
out,

DROUTH RESISTANT WH EAT 


An intensive search for drouth re- 
sistant wheatscis -being made by the 
University of Alberta. This is the 
first attempt made in Canada to de- 
velop an intensive plant breeding 
program with drouth resistance as 
its primary objective and yet’ the 
losses from drouth in the prairie pro- 
vinces have been greater than from 
any other factor. Dr. O. S. Aamodt 
of the University of Alberta, recent- 
ly gave a report covering the uni- 
versity’s plans for overcoming the 
drouth damage in wheat. In 1928 the 
university received a number.of. Rus- 
sian wheat varieties which were de- 
veloped for growing in areas’ with 
limited precipitation. The breeding 
program has been carried on in order 
,;to develop the high quality in these 
drouth resistant wheats.

DECISION OF GRAIN BOARD 


Decision has been given by the 
Board of Grain Commissioners as_ to 
a grain deal on January 4 between 
Dougald Pyke, Red Deer, selling 
about 1,000 bushels of wheat to H. 
M. Trimble, Lacombe. The wheat 
was loaded by vendor at Red Deer, 
and billed to Vancouver, the. car to 
be weighed and graded by govern- 
ment officers en route. Mr. Trimble 
had paid $230, or approximately 75 
per cent of the estimated value of 
the grain, at time of purchase. The 
grain was bought on an estimated 
No. 5 grade, at 34c a _ jbushel. When

LUSITANIA WAS SUNK WITH 
1,200 LIVES 17 YEARS AGO 


Seventeen 
the liner

years ago, May 7, 1915, 
Lusitania was sunk off the 
Ireland with the loss of 
1.198 passengers and crew. When a 
German sailor released the torpedo 
which brought about the destruction 
of the great liner he launched a weap 
on that eventually brought his own 
country and its allies to ruin, most 
historians agree. Sinking of the 
! Lusitania did more to bring the Unit- 
ed States into the war against Ger- 
‘many than any other act. Innocent 
victims of U-boat warfare were aveng- 
ed many times over. The captain of 
‘the submarine severely disclip- 
lined when the consequences of his 
mad-headed act jbecame — evident. 
Von Tirpitz, who planned underseas 
“frightfulness,” died = in obscurity 
with few vestiges of his wartime 
greatness left. 

' The struck amidships 
‘at 22:15 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
greatest damage was done in the en- 
gine room where all of the ship's 
engineers and firemen an duty 
Were instanbly killed.  Whth — the 
power plants destroyed and the ship 
listing heavily only a few of the 
lifeboats were able to be launched. 
‘In these were placed women and 
children. The ship settled rapidly. 
She dived, bows first, carrying with 
‘her the unfortunate twelve hun- 
dred. The Atlantic stifled their 
voices as they sang “Nearer My God 
'to Thee.” But their cry did not 
\ go unheard. It swelled in volume 
till it filled the world and drowned 
jforever “Deutschland Uber Alles.”
